Labor Day was sponsored originally by the 
Knights of Labor, first general trade union organi­ 
zation in this country, which had much more re­ 
sem blance to the present-day C. I. 
O. than to the 


A, F. of L, 
Quite naturally, perhaps, we hav e come to think 
of Labor Day as the particular property of those 
work ers who are organized into trade unions 
the 
ones of whom we speak , rev erently or fearfully, as 
Labor with a capital "L". 
But since this year we are fighting a bloody 
w ar for the preserv ation of democracy, let's talk 
about democratic labor - with the small 
*T —which 
comprises perhaps 85 or 9 0 per cent of those who 
work for a liv ing. 
Because of the shortsightedness and sometimes 
the selfishness of certain union officials, Labor— 
with the capital “L ”- has brought upon itself fre­ 
quent sev ere denunciation. 
But Labor is made up largely of laborers. 
And 
the 
record will show that 
labor— the men who 
actually do the work 
has prov en itself as activ ely, 
sacrificially patriotic as any element in our popula­ 
tion. 
Because of our geographical position, because 
of our v ast natural resources and because of our 
productiv e capacity, the anti-axis world is forced 
to depend upon the United States for much of the 
materiel of war. 
Upon the shoulders of American labor the fate 
of the world rests today. 
If labor continues to 
come through as it has been doing, totalitarianism 
can be whipped. 
If labor were to let down, as no­ 
body has the right to expect that it will, then all 
the courage of all the soldiers and sailors of the 
United Nations cannot sav e us. 
The point to be k ept in mind is that democracy 
depends upon American labor, not American La­ 
bor. 
The first, without the capital “L ”, includes 
the 85 per cent who are not unionized, plus proba­ 
bly 9 9 per cent of those who do belong to unions. 
The boys in the front lines look for their wea­ 
pons and munitions to the men at the machines— 
not to the relativ ely few union officials who show 
inclination sometimes to forget tha t this is not their 
priv ate war. 
The men behind the machines are you and us, 


the folk with whom we brush shoulders on the 
street, in buses and trolleys and elev ators. 
Giv e them a chance to speak for themselv es, 
and these millions are as willing to sacrifice for 
the preserv ation of democracy as any loud-v oiced 
street-corner orator. 
So on Labor Day this year let's forget tha t the 
first Monday in September used to be dedicated to 
Labor, and in the brief moment that w« can spare 
from production for war, let us remember tha t la­ 
bor should not he branded for the sin* of a few of 
its self-proclaimed oracles.

country has plenty of m eat for domestic purposes, 


there is not enough to feed the home folk s on the 


scale to which we are accustomed, and at the same 


time supply m eat for other countries under the 


lease-lend program.

Americans do not lik e ration­ 
ing of any k ind. 
They resent tick ets, cards, per­ 
mits or anything else tha t interferes with the ac­ 
customed way of life. 
They submit for the general 
good, when they are conv inced that restrictions are 
imposed with that in mind, but they still do not lik e 
the idea and it will tak e a long, long time to change 
their minds.

Congress is to be congratulated upon the deci­ 
sion not to defer payments to serv ice m en’s depend­ 
ents until almost the day before election.

Rent Director Fremont M. Kauf­ 
man stated that, "the Maximum 
Rent Regulation has been issued 
to stabilize rents at the lev el of 
March 
1, 
19 42. The 
Regulation 
calls for a freezing or an auto­ 
matic reduction of housing rents 
to what they were on March 1. 
19 12. Generally if a tenant liv es 
in a dwelling unit that was rent­ 
ed by him or any other tenant on 
March 1, 19 42, he should pay the 
March 1, 19 42 rent for that dwell­ 
ing unit. A tenant does not hav e 
to get approv al from the rent di­ 
rector or anybody else. He simply 
reduces his own rent to the March 
1, 19 42 rent. If he does not k now 
what the rent was on tha t date, 
he will he able to find out from the 
registration statem ent he will re­ 
ceiv e from the area rent office. 
This general rule of establish­ 
ing the legal rent at. the March 
1, 19 42 rent applies to 
all 
the 
dwelling places in this Area, un­ 
less the dwelling unit in which a 
tenant liv es was not rented on 
March 1, 19 42. has ben substan­ 
tially altered since tha t date, was 
newly 
built 
and 
occupied 
since 
tha t date or Is owned by the Fed­ 
eral 
gov ernment 
or a 
state 
or 
municipal gov ernment. 
In 
any 
ev ent a tenant will be able to find 
out the legal rent by consulting 
the Registration Statement. 
A landlord cannot ev ict a ten­ 
ant because the tenant refuses to 
pay a higher rent than the legal 
rent. A landlord wishing to ev ict a 
tenant m u st notify the Ares Rent 
Office in all cases except where 
the tenant does not pay the legal 
rent. All tenants threatened with 
ev iction for any reason except for 
non-payment of the 
legal 
rent 
should notify the Area Rent Of­ 
fice. The Area Rent Office is pre­ 
pared 
to prev ent 
ev iction

tempted for purposes of ev ading 
the Rent Regulation.

A ttention is called to th e fore­ 
casts for 19 42 indicating th a t th e 
w h eat crop will ex ceed domestic 
consu m p tion by more th an 100,— 
000,000 bu sh els and th a t th e esti­ 
m ated carry -ov er will reach 7 53,- 
000.000 bu sh els. 
It also is p ointed ou t th a t 150,- 
000,000 bu sh els more corn are be­ 
ing u sed th is y ear th an were p ro­ 
du ced last y ear and 
th a t “nex t 
y ear, if no more th an th e norm al 
am ou nt of w h eat is u sed for feed, 
we sh ou ld u se more th an 200.000.- 
000 bu sh els more corn th an we are 
p rodu cing th is y ear." 
H as Equ al Feed \ alu e 
W h y not raise more corn th en ? 
I t ’s not as simp le as all th at, th e 
officials say . 
“Th e p ressu re on corn belt land 
increases rap idly .” th ey ex p lained 
in a recent 
bu lletin, 
“and any 
su bstantial increase in corn wou ld 
h av e to come from th ere. 
“Th e food for freedom p rogram 
requ ires m any oth er lines of p ro­ 
du ction from corn belt fa rm e rs— 
soy beans for oil and th e newr w ar 
crop , Tiemp , for ex am p le—wh ich 
will requ ire th ou sands 
of acres 
nex t y ear.” 
F arm ers ordinarily do not feed 
w h eat in large qu antities, mainly 
becau se of th e p rice factor, it w as 
said. B u t th e ex p erts contend th a t 
“a t th e m om ent th e p rice cons'd- 
eration does not p rev ent th e u se 
of w h eat instead of corn,” a s se rt­ 
ing:
